to Unite ths Brethren, whoſe: Diſunion might, 
perhaps, give you To much Uneafineſs. But, 

Reverend Sir, this Conduct of your's could not 
afford you, in Reaſon, any ſuch valuable Pro- 
ſpect. For while you diſcover'd ſuch an Incon- 
fſtency in your Opinion, you could not hope 
to have any great Influence upon either Side. 
Halting between two Opinions, is what ſhould 
never fall in with the Character of a Teacher: 
For how can he direct a Congregation, who 
wanders himſelf in the Wiles of Uncertainty ? 
What Dependance can a+ Congrepation have 

upon à Preacher who does not ſo much as 
know his own Mind? In ſhort, we of the 
Laity , expect that, our Teachers ſhould be of 
more fix d and certain Principles: And - fince 

you have, by, your Conduct. given us Offence,
